A SCRAP OF HISTORY. 


Til* Discovery of the Cslumbla Blver 


—The First American Expedition to 
the Oregon Coast.

After tho immortal Columbus had fonnd 


tha new world and opened a plain ocean 
highway to tha Western Hemiephere, the 
ipirit of discovery seemed to pervade the 
Spanish and Portuguese natives and on* 
expedition after another crossed the broad 
Atlantic to explore the New World. 
Spain 


early conceited the idea of exploring the 
western coast ol America, bat her discov- 
eries were unknown to the world until 
alter Captain Cook's voyages. Not satis-' 
fled with the discovery and conquest of 


VI eiico, tha spirit of adventure carried the 


early navigators to the northward and the 
Spanish claim to America extended as far 
north as the straits of Do Fuoa. 


Captain James Cook, in 1778, on a 


voyage of discovery patronized by the 
English Government, and tbe first voyage 
ever attempted, by the English nation, to 
the western shore of this continent, with 
the exception of that of Sir Francis Drake, 
•who 200 years beforo had been in latitude 
44 deg. N., made a landing at Nootka, on 
the shore of Vancouver Island, and thence 
sailed off to tho northwest. It will tuns 
be eeeu that between latitude 44 deg. and 
49 deg. N., no English vessel had ever 
touched. 
Cook made search for the 


straits of De Fuca, and not finding them 
came to the conclusion that the account of 
them given by De Foca was false aud that 
there could be no such straits. Captain 
Cook made no discoveries south of 57 deg. 
north latitude, but the history of his last 
vojage having been published in England, 
the rich fur trade of tbe northwest coast 
made known to the world, English, Span- 
ish, American und Russian vessels soon 
after thronged the coast. Invited by the 
great profits accreting from this trade, 
Joseph Barrell, Crowel Hatch, Charles 
Bullfinch and others, all of Boston, Maes , 
in 1787 planned a voyage of trade and dis- 
covery to the northwest coast. For this 
purpose they fitted out two vessels, one a 
ship of about 250 tons, called tho Columbia 
Eedivina, and the other a sloop of 100 
tons called tbe Washington. 
Captains 


John Kiodriok and Robert Grey were ap- 
pointed to the command of these vessels 
and oa thn first day of October, 1737, they 
railed away, patronizsd by Congress and 
the State of Massachusetts. After an un- 
eventful voyage both vessels sailed into 
Noatku harbor, the Columbia on the IGth 
ol September, 1788, and the Washington 
soon att.-r. In 1739 Captain Gray entered 
the long lost straits of De Fuca, which he 
explored for a distance of 60 miles and 
anchored in what is now known as Fuget 
Sound. After extending her voyage to 
Canton, the Columbia returned to Boston, 
bet in a short time again set Bail for the 
scene of her recent discoveries and on the 
5th of June, 1791, entered Clayoqnot 
harbor. Hero the Columbia was joined 
by the Washington on the 29th of August, 
Captain Eendrick, her Commander, having 
purchased of the Indiana a tract of Ifand 
along the coast 240 miles in length, paying 
them in muskets, iron, copper and cloth- 
ing. 


In March, 1792, Captain Gray left this 


place and while sailing close to the coast 
he discovered and entered the most beauti- 
ful river in North America, which he 
named after his ship, Columbia. On the 
Spanish charts this river was known as 
St Boo. 
Vancouver, who was at this 


time at Nootka, receiving from Captain 
Gray some important information regarding 
bis discovery, immediately dispatched his 
first Lieutenant to survey its mouth. This 
action gave birth to 5 spirited controversy 
regarding the establishment of our nor- 
thern boundary line and it also induced tbe 
Federal Government to send an expedition 
to the newly discovered territory with in- 
structions to make careful surveys anc 
glean all possible information regarding its 
resources. 
Accordingly, 
in 
1803, the 


United States ordered an expedition under 
tbe command of Captains Terris and Clark 
to explore the majestic Columbia from its 
source to (he ocean. 
After a long anc 


teJias journey, fraught with danger and 
hardship, tbe task was at last accomplished 
and Terris and Clark took formal posses- 
sion sf it, in tbe name of the United States 
and erected at its mouth, Fort Clotsop. 


Tho Columbia river was at one lime 


known as Oregon river and Captain Hears, 
in his voyage of 1788, after having been 
disappointed in bis search for this river 
remarks that "The name of Cape Disap- 
pointment was given to the promontory 
und the bay obtained tbe name of Decep- 
tion bay. By an indifferent meridian ob- 
servation, it lies in tbe latitude of 46 deg 
10 mtn north. It can be safely asserted 
that no snob river as St. Hock exists as 
lai.l down ia the Spanish charti.; to those 
of Manrelle, continued refereaca was made 
bat without deriving nny information or 
assistance from them." 


The Spnaish nation, from 
motives of 


policy, kept from the world for a long 
time all knowledge of their discoveries in 
the western oeenn. No clearer testimony 
noed be dsduoed to thb entirn isjuo-aoce of 
the English concerning tlua country, than 
the circumstance of a river called Oregon, 
marked in a dotted line as unexplored, be- 
ing laid down on Captain Cook's chart, 
published in 1791 and made to enter tbe 
jBtraits ot Do Fuca. 


Congressmen Expected to Find Him an

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—John 


VTnnamaker 
is getting himself 
more 


talked about than any other man in the 
Cabinet. Though a new man in the Gov- 
ernment field and at first much sneered at 
as a mere shopkeeper, he ii now recogniz- 
ed as oce of the most vital forces ol the 
new Adminiitration. Ho has carried with 
him to the Postoffice Department the 
methods which made him famous as a mer- 
otant and which brought him so rare a suc- 
cess. 
Senators and Representatives are 


surprised at the man. They expected to 
find in him an amateur likely to be im- 
pressed by the mention of their names and 
titles and awed by their presence. 
They 


expected to find a man upon whom they 
could haap their importunities and their 
demands for immediate action without fear 
of rebuff or opposition. 
But tbe result oi 


the collision of these experienced and ener- 
;etio place-hunters with this new and un- 
ried man has not been what their fancy 
had painted it. "There is something pe- 
culiar about this man," says a Sjnator. 
'We can't get at him as we got at former 
Postmasters General. It is easy enough to 
•et to talk to him, for be keeps open house, 
13 it were, and listens to everybody; but 
: mean, we can't kick at him and intimate 
•o him, even gently, that if he is wise he 


take hold of oar mutters and push 


them through in a hurry. Ho 13 the sort 
of a man that nobody feels like talking to 
n that way. I look upon him as the keen- 
est and brightest man in the Cabinet. Ho 
s wonderfully quick to see a point, to get 
down to the kernel of a thing. He can say 
res or no quicker than any man I ever met 
with m a Cabinet place. He it) smooth and 
gentle and soft spoken, but if anybody 
mistakes this gentleness for a sign of weak- 
ness he id liUo'v to discover his mistake in 
short order. In that soft, Sunday school 
way of bis Wau,:maker gives one to under- 
stand that he is running things, that he 
knows what he is about, and there is no 
use trying to throw dust in his eyes. He 
reads men like a flash of lightning. 
Not 


only that but one does not have to say a 
dozen words till he has grasped tho point. 
Yoti feel him thinking faster than you do, 
keeping a little ahead of yon all of tbe 
time. In the presence of a man like this 
DO Senator of my acquaintance has felt 
bold enough to employ the methods of 
urgiog and dcn\iadmg which wehave been 
in the habit of using with tba Cabinet offi- 
cials." 


"Is he all for business and fitness, or 


does lie perceive political necessities?" 


He recognizes political necessities along 


with the other. This is is Ms manner of 
talking about candidates for appointmenl: 
Of course I want a good Republican, and 
i good citizen for this PostofBce, but 
I want tbe best Republican in the plaoe— 
the mau who does the best by tho office 
and the people.' The other day I took to 
Wanamaker some letters of indorsement ot 
a candidate in my town. 
Wanamaker 


glanced at them. His eve is as quick as his 
brain. 'This writer.misses tbe point,' he 
commented. 'He says tbe applicant is a 
good Republican who has always done his 
best for the party. But he says nothing 
about the man's qualifications fcr postal 
business. If the man is delt and a good 
manager and a fellow who keeps things up 
shipshape, it seems to me this friend of bis 
would have known and mentioned it.

is a poor letter writer because he misses 
the main paint.

one has to siy,' turning to another Utter. 
•He is your County Chairman, and he 
knows the man well, he, too, certifies to

Already the politicians are sayiug bis 
prohibition declaration and his letter o 
thanks to the Methodist brethren who in 
dorued his views v.ere blunders in that the] 
have a tendency to commit the Administru 
tion to tenets which might not be comfort 
able in a campaign. Still more serious is 
the Field mutter. Field is Wanamaker's 
friend, a man in whom he has nnlimitec 
confidence, and be has resolutely held to 
his position that Field shall be Postmaster 
at Philadelphia. Probably the world does 
not know and will never know just how 
angry Quay is about Ibis. He lias retiree 
to his home and is almost if not quite 
tempted to sever his connection with the 
Administration. Cameron, too, out of or- 
ganio sympathy, is indignant. All the sat- 
ellite? of these two leaders are taking their 


cue, 
and suddenly we discover that Field is 


not much of a Republican, that he proba- 
bly voted for Cleveland, or at any rate made 
a npeech indorsing Cleveland's Urifl mes- 
sage. Field is said to be a free trader, bnl 
he will bj Postmaster, for the Presidenl 
hns definitely decided to support Wana- 
mukcr. A good den! of capital politics is 
apt to revolve around tUia strikingly orig- 
inal and masterful shopkeeper, who has 
ideas nod methods of bin own and no enc 
o! independence. At tbe same time it is 
worth while noting that First Assistant 


Clarkion is n great admirer of LU chief, 
and that if there are to bo intrigues to get 
Wnnamaker out of the Cabinet Clarkson 
will have no hand in them. 


Everybody is pleased at tbe rapidity and

It is seen, to be within tha 
imits of the probable that no more than a 
welve-month will elapse before the demor- 
alized postal service has been put on a new 
and perfect looting.

country include nominally not less than 
600,000,000 nor<?s. Tber« are many fertile 
valleys. But oiily n small per cent, of the 
and included in this estimated area can be 
successfully cultivated without water. Tba 
jreator part of this desert laud is included 
n Utah, Colorado, Arizona, New Mexico 
and Southern California. A few years ago 
his vast area was held to be worthless. 
Co-day this judgment is utterly reversed. 
The Mormons, of Utah, rattda the first pr«c- 
ical demonstration on a large scale that 
desert lauds could be reclaimed by tha use 
ot water. They have from first to last con- 
structed not less than 600 miles of irrigat- 
ng canals, at a cost of $2,000,000, by 
which they have brought about 600,000 
acres of arid lands under cultivation. 
In 


Sew Mexico there are about 200 miles ot 
irrigating canals which have been con- 
structed at at outlay ot $1,000,000 and by 
which, about two hundred thousand acres 
of barren land have been made to produce 
abundant crops. Not less than 1,000,000 
acres of land in Colorado have been brought 
under cultivation by means of irrigating 
canals. Nearly all the successful' agri- 
culture in Arizona is tbe result of artificial 
irrigation. 
The Mojave and Colorado 


deserts have now certain small tracts that 
bave been created by the use of water. 


Up to this date not less than 3,000,000 


lores of land wejt of the Uooky Mountains 
bave been redeemed from barrenness by 
the ass of irrigating canals. The miracle 
of water is seen in their reclamation. Tha 
actual area of irrigated land is larger than 
this estimate, because there are man; 
tracts not wholly arid wnich are brought 
under a higher state of cultivation by the 
use of water. This ia true, for instance, 
of nearly all that part of tbe San Joaqnin 
valley where,-irrigating canals have been 
constructed. But the process of changing 
tbe vast desert area between the Rooky 
Mountains and the Pacific Coast has only 
just begun. The limit of reclamation will 
depend upon the supply of water. Where 
water cannot be turned on to barren land 
it will remain a desert. But to-day no 
part of the desert signifies absolutely 
worthless land, because there is a possi- 
bility of transformation. 
Where water 


cannot be led on from natural stream?, it 
is brought to the surface in many instances 
by artesian wells. Agriculture has invaded 
the desert.

Learning a Mew Tone. 


Westobesttr (Pa.) Hazard: Those Demo* 


cratio journals whose editors are holding 
offices under this Administration are not 
repnbfishing the articles they printed four 
years ago that an Administration should 
have all officials under it in fnll political 
sympathy. 


Henry Mayenbaum, the well known at- 


torney of Austin, has an article on the 
water rights question in Monday's Austin 
Reveille, which is interesting to those who 
side with him: 


. h e Reno Gazette's article, "A Blow at 


Reno," would have been just right, if the 
Supreme Court had decided the reverse of 
what it did decide in the Beno Water 
suit. 


The Gazette says: "The State should 


be the last one to inturfere with private 
enterprise. * • But Nevada, which needs 
capitalAmore than any other State in the 
Union, goes out of its way, to attack capi- 
tal the moment it settles in tbe State." 
And more of tbe came import. 


Now, the State could not have done a 


better act, for the benefit of the people of 
this State in general and for the people of 
Beno in particular, than to have finally 
and forever determined this vexed ques- 
tion of Water Bights. 


It mattered little, whether the Insane 


Asylum got the water it claimed, but it is 
of incalculable advantage, to the people of 
this State, to obtain just this decision of 
the Supreme Court. 


We have not seen the opinion of the 


Supreme Court, but we have before us tbe 
uight and able decision of Judge Bigelow, 
who tried the case in the District Court at 
Seno. From this decision it appears that 
.here is but one question in the case, and 
that is: "Is the Common Law of Ripa- 
rian proprietorship the law of this State?" 


Judge Bigelow, in bis decision, 
BUC- 


Jcincitly says: "In their argument of this 
case, the plaintiff's counsel have placed 
their right to recover entirely upon what 
is known as tbe Riparian Doctrine, or the 
right, which at common law, the owner of 
land, on the banks of a stream, has to the 
flow without material diminution, of the 
water naturally flowing tbarem; and that 
is the only point that I deem it necessary 
to consider in determining the case. I shall 
not refer to any other." 


The Congressional laws, the Supreme 


Court of tbe United States, the Supreme 
Conrt of California till 1886, the Supreme 
Court of this State, in Jones va. Adams, 
the practice, usage and customs on this 
Coast, from its first settlement, and the 
wholesome maxim that it ia the interest of 
the State n ' people that there should be 
an end to t mtention, all seem to uphold 
the rights of prior oppropiiators as against 
Riparian proprietors. 


Judge Bigelow, a most eminent Judge, a 


just man, and an acute and close reasoner, 
decided that our Supreme Conrt had never 
directly hold against the Riparian Doc- 
trine and he, no doubt, very properly, con- 
sidered it to be bis duty, as District Judge, 
to abhere to the Common Law, until the 
Supreme Conit, finally and definitely de- 
clared what the law is upon this all impor- 
tant question. 


Our Supreme Conrt, on the appeal of 


the case, now expressly holds, BS we nn- 
deritand it, without having B«en the opin- 
ion, that a patentee to land, on the banks 
of a stream, has no right, by his mere pio- 
prietorship of such land, to prevent the 
appropriation of tbe water of the stream, 
by any person who makes a beneficial use 
of it. 


Now, con any man say that this is not 


an eminently just rule? Particularly in 
this arid State, where every drop of water 
is worth more than a thousand fold its 
weight in gold, aye, of immeasurable 
value, not, we mean, to the individual op- 
propriator, but to the State and to the 
people of the State at large. 


If the Riparian rule were the Uw, nil 


tbe water and water powers in this State 
must remain dormant, for the Riparian 
doctrine, as tersely expressed by Judge 
Bigelow, is, that the owner of land, on the 
banks of a stream, has the right to have 
tbe water flow through his land, "evtii it 
he did not have use for it." 


It is like the dog in the manger, he 


could not oat tbe hay himself, his carnivor- 
out teeth were not given him for such a 
bloodless feast, and he would not permit 
the hungry but timorous cow, for whom 
God made the grass grow, to eat it 


Now, as to the "Blow at Beno" it would 


indeed have been a moat grievous and 
deadly blow at Beno, as well as at tbe en- 
tire State, if the Supreme Conrt had de- 
cided otherwise. As it is, John Eowell, 
or rather the Reduction Company, is told: 
That yon, like every other person, have 
the right to appropriate tbe water of the 
stream, by using it for a beneficial purpose, 
if you do not use it for such purpose, ycu 
may let any other person so use it; so thai 
the mighty water power of the Trnckoe may 
not remain idle and unproductive. 


Instead of keeping out oapitil, or "break- 


ing down private enterprise," as the 
Gazette has it, Beno can now say to the 
world. We have on our splendid and mag- 
nificent stream 200 horse power on every 
1,000 feet of river bank. Come one, come 
all, and utilize this immense power, by 
erecting factories thereon, for now, by the 
decision of the Supreme Court, the Ripar- 
ian proprietors on the banks of the 
stream, cannot prevent yon, and allow this 
river, the pride and glory of onr State, to 
go to waste. Let us have another trans- 
continental railroad, which now seems cer- 
tain we will have, so that we can ship, at 
a reasonable rate, tbe raw materials here, 
and the manufactured articles hence; and 
we can support a happy population of 
200,000 people, and raise onr State out of 
the dry-rot of monopoly and stagnation, 
to a prosperous commonwealth and a .well 
conditioned people; and the State instead 
of being a reproach as a rotten borough, 
will take its place in the galaxy of States, 
upon an elevation, where its inexhausti- 
ble resources have designed and tlie God 
of nature hns ordained it to be, 
"Fired with the views this glittering scene 


displays, 


And emit with passion for my country's 


praise, 


My artless pen attempts this lofty theme, 
Where glorious Trackee rolls his mighty 


stresnj."
